tnesover 13,000 OtiO do/en eggsannually 


Here, where he have so many natural 


advantages as compared with other 
countries, our profit should far exceed 
them in proportionate value 
These 


facts also show that the value of poultry 
and eggs exceed even -wheat, the great- 
est agricultural product of our land, by 
over $~2 000,000 


The general impression Is that this 


vast industry is controlled by the farmer 
on his acres of land. Such is not the 
case 
The farmer does not supply 40 per 


cent of the eggs raised m the country 
The majority of »ggs and poultry are 
raued by city aud suburban residents 
anil those who hare a small number of 
acres and make a specialty of poultry 
raising 


It is an industrj in which any citizen 


may engage with pleasure to himself 
and prout to his income Kotonlyis it 
not confined to the male sex, but is emi- 
nently adapted as a lucrative employ- 
ment for the fair sex 


Besides being a payng enterprise, it 


is also a peculiar one -peculiar from the 
fact that practical experience is a most 
essential requisite. Without experience 
and ti thorough knowledge of the habits 
and nature of the birds one would be 
like a pilot at sea without a compass

method of acquiring a poultry education

These- three classes are the smallest of 


domestic poultry, excepting Bantams.

As paper forms such an important 


part of the firecracker you can imagine 
the making ot it must be a laige mdus 
try in Canton, and so it is 
However, 


the paper nulls are anything but impos' 
ing structures 
They are low, squiie 


buildings, 
with dirty, white-washed 


sides, the only pretty thing about them 
being the large, double-tiled roofs wi'h 
turned up corners 
Theie are no more 


than 100 workmen m each mill, for paper 
being made moieeasily than firecrackers 
it does not need asmanylaborers 
Tbe> 


are also men born to the profession, men 
whose children will grow up to be 
paper makers after them 
Every mmn- 


mg of their lives they wake up with the 
one endless loutme before them and 
they eat and sleep, too. in the great p ipet 
mill. The paper is made from the b irk 
of the koon chon tree, which is known in 
America under the equally mcompie- 
hensible name of "aralia paphynfeca," 
ground up with lime and then baked m 
a kiln. When this is done tlie mass is 
hammered out m the form of long rolls 
and then cut up into slices 


These pieces are put into a em ions lit- 


tle mortar an J pounded togeiher again 
with a little hammer that comes very 
near being worked by machinery, just as 
near as anything could in China, where 
there are so many hauds leady to work 
foi a miserable allowance ot nee. At 
last these slices are made into a mass 
again, and this tune it comes out as solt 
as dough, which is placed in a laige pot 
of water till it is completely dissolved, 
then with something very like a sieve 
they lilt water from this i>ol, allowing it 
to run back again thiough the bottom, 
which is a fine net ol bamboo thread, and 
there is always a thm w lute sediment left 
in the bottom of the sieve buddenly 
throwing the sieve upside down on the 
iloor they dislodge the sediment, which 
falls in a tbm white him 
A thousand 


of these are left to he one uuoa the 
Dec 30.1880. tr 


othei, then the whole is taken outm tlie 
sun to dry, and thus it becomes paper. 
The piocess is always the same all over 
China, but the mgiedienta differ in al- 
most every factory 
The common in- 


gredients are bun boo, cotton, the tow 
of silk, bark and leaves of many plants, 
the hair and even the intestines of ani- 
mals 
If you take the inner piece of 


brown paper on the wrapping of a pack 
of firecrackers and hold it to the light 
you will be able to see some of the ingre- 
dients used m making paper 


It is an easy thing to distinguish the 


firecrackers made in America from those 
of Chinese make 
In the first place, the 


American crackers are never small 
They are larely smaller than four and a 
half inches m length and have short 
coul fuses, while, on the other hand, the 
Chinese kind have piper fuses, 
are 


bruded into packs and have gilt labels.
